Claims 8-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Larsen 
taken with Carpenter '352 and Segui et al. 

This is essentially the same rejection as made in paper 5, further noting that tires 
contain steel. 

Claims 9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no support for 
'approximately' 800 degrees. The changes in the specification also are objected-to. 

Claims 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8a is self-contradictory. Since the steel is intact, the conditions of step a are not 
satisfied. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/30/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The '1 01 patent cannot support the present claims because it is drawn to a materially 
different process. The mechanism of the bath is not seen to differ; in order to destroy 
tires and recover carbon, decomposition/depolymerization must take place. The claims 
do not require all the features argued- the temperature and decomposition of steel into 
the bath and recovery of carbon. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
